To the Editor-of The TrosT 


Sir, — The possession and 
running of a private car in 
Israel entails with it payment 
of a licence fee, often amoun*- 
ing to ten times the fee paid 
last year. This new fee was 
originally meant as a luxury 
tax on the use of private cars 
by people for their own com- 
fort. I hardly <hought, at the 
time, that I should have to 
pay this exorbitant tax ~ too, 
considering that my car is an 
ebsolute necessity, since I am 
a disabled veteran ‘(above knee 
amputee — 60 per cent dis- 
ability). 


All my appeals to competent 
authorities were of no avail 
It took the Controller of Road 
Transport five months to 
reply to my letter, and six 
months have elapsed since 
he informed me that the mat- 
ter was “under consideration.” 


Whatever the purpose of 
these increased licence fees 
may have been, I take this 
opportunity to express my 
protest against imposition of a 
luxury tax on the use of cars 
by invalided veterans of Is- 
reel’s War of Liberation.
